Before the association settled down 
to business, there was a flood of wel- 
coming oratory, “A. W. Holmes of 
Toronto presided. After prayer had 
been offered by Iev. 4. 8, Craig, the 
Mayor waa introdwed, and gave the 
delegates a hearty welcome to To- 
Ald. Woods’ ami Cox also 
‘Aclivered welcoming addresses, on, be-

President O'Connell replied, refer- 
ring to the conditions which met the 
machinists at the present time. 

D. D, Wilson, International Vice- 
Preaident, George Preston, Interna- 
tional Secretary, Hough Doran of 
Chicago and Peter Conlin of Sioux 
City also replied in a felicitous man- 
ner to the addresses of welcome. 

The President's Ropert. 


President O'Connell then presented 
his fourth biennial report, that part 
referring to Canada being as fol- 
lows: 

“As an evidence of the oft-repeat- 
ed Mtatement that the trade union 
movement knows no geographical 
lines, and in appreciation of the 
splendid progress made by our. Can- 
adian brothers, in behalf of our fel- 
low-crafismen, we meet in conten- 
{ion for the first time in the Domin- 
jon of Canada, where trades unionism 
is as old as the Dominion itself, and 
hospitality knowa no limit. 

“At the Pittsburg convention in 
1891, our name was changed from 
National to International Aasocin- 
tion of Machinisis;in order that we 
might join forces with our brother 
machinists in Canada, for the gen- 
eral elevation of our craft in North 
America. The wisdom of this action 
ia proven by the number of Canadian 
delegates elected to thia convention. 
and the unquestionable fraternal re- 
lationship now existing between the 
machinists of Canada and the Unit- 
od States,” 

Staty-Siz Strikes. 


President O'Connell then referred 
to various other mattera. Said he: 
“During the pas term, the judicial 
oMcers have approved of 66 striken, 
Involving approximately 9,650  ma- 
chinfsts, An several of these strikes 
involved all of the shopa in certain 
ities, therefore 365 firms were im- 
Pilented in the 66 strikes. The reauit 
of the above number of strikea is an 
follows: Forty-one were Won and Ket- 
thd with full credit to the members 
involved; 30 were settled upon a com- 
promise; 10 were lost, and five are 
now peading, as follows: Bridgeton, 
N. J., Milwaukee, Wis., Cedar lia- 
mids, Ie.; Anaconda, Mont., and 
Jackson, Teno.”’

ora. 

The urde> was the most sensa- 
tion the history of the city. It 
Was cOmmilted In broad daylight on 
East atreet, a few yards 
east of Sumach atreet, at about 20 
minutes past 6 last night. 

At the adjournment of the trial of 
the prisonersz for robbery, they were 
Placed In a hack to be taken back to 
the fail. Joncas waa in the centre, 
with Rutledge handcufled to hin left 
hand, and ice to hin right and the 
three occupied the back seat of the 
vehicle. Facing them were County 
Constables Walter Stewart and Wil- 
Ham Boyd, while County Constable 
Lyman Dogart sat upon the seat of 
the hack, with Drivee Ucorge Migh- 
ley of 237 Sackville atreet, who 
works for Newell's livery. 

As Ustsoun Men Appears 

When the carriage was rolling at 
a leisurely pace along Geer, street, 
an unknown man, who ca up Su- 
Math alrect, ran towards it and 
threw « package inside. It was « hat, 
in which was a cloth and two re 
volvers, The wrappera were grabbed 
by Rico and Rutledge and the man 
who threw them into the cab ran 
away down Sumach street, 

When Hico got his revolver he fired 
at Constable Doyd twice, the bullets 
going through the constable’s bead 
on the left side, causing Injuries 
which resulted in his death an hour 
later. The guns were turned upon 
Stewart, who, with presence of mind, 
threw up his hands and, feigning 
fear, told the prisoners to get out. 
As they left the cab Stewart drew 
his revolver and Gred, shattering the 
Fight forearm of Jones, who was the 
middle prisoner.

The discarded gun was 
secured by Iutledge at the side of the 
“car, and Stewart started in to club 
the men Into submission, regardicas 
of danger, The (rolley pole was 
pulled down and the back brakes of 
the car worked tjll it stopped in 
front of Hathaway‘s butcher shop on 
the south side of Cerrard street. In 
the meantime there was a hail of

While the curious 
and aymapthetic awaited news of the 
condition of Constable Boyd at the 
hospital gates, a score or more men 
assembled at Kiver atreet and Gere 
tard and talked threateningly of go- 
ing to the jail and having the three 
Prisoncrs immediately shot in the 
Jail yard, Cooler counsels prevail- 
ed, however, and ideas of auch sum- 
mary methoda were subdued, 

Tt wan when a carriage containing 
the bereaved ‘ile and daughter of 
Constable Boyd caine tearing down 
Sumach street, on its way to the 
hospital, that indignation ran at its 
height. and the proposals of lynching 
were freely made, as at that time 
the news of Boyd's death was an- 
nounced.

“FUTURE SOLAR ECLIPSES. 


Karepe Will See rive of Them Netwoen 
2005 eel 1077-Cut Out and 
* Keorp This. 


Total eclipses that croas Europe la 
“the twenticth century are the subject 
of an article by A. C. D. Crowuielin 
da Knowledge. 

The first, that on Aug, 30, 1905, 
dis says, “is a very favorable one, the 
arack being 24 times an broad and 
“the duration 2) times (as long ax 
that of the past year. The central 
Hoe runs from Vivalez im Oviedo to 
‘Torreblanca, passing close to Bur- 
gos, whith will be a very convenient 
and accessible station to view it 
from, the duration of totality . there 
being 3m, 47s., a Very unusual am- 
count for a European eclipse. The 
width of the track is about 120 
miles; the ‘southern limit runs ap- 
proximately from Corunna to.Valen- 
cia, the northern one from a little 
weat of Santander to somewhat 
south ef Tarragona. This eclipse may 
also be observed im Labrador, the 
Talearjc Isles and Tunis. Passing 
over the eclipse of 1907, which in 
total soon after sunrise on the shore 
of the Caspian, we come to that of 
1912, This belongs to that rather 
rare claxn of eclipses which are total 
near the’ middle of the shadow track, 
Dut annular at the beginning and 
end, The track enters Portugal near 
Aveiro and runs northeast, leaving 
Spain some 12 miles cast of Gijon. 
Jt then traverses France, passing 
very near Paris, and across Delgium, 
Germany and lusiia. In Portugal 
ahete will be about seven seconds of 
totality, in the west of France a ace 
ond of two, and further eaxt the 
eclipse will be only annular, 

“The eclipae Of 1014 crosses Nor- 
way, Swod.n and Mussia, The eclipse 
of 1916 ends near the south coast of 
Treland, The track of totality pars 
a very pear to, and may actually in- 
tersect, the Island of Cervo in the 
Atores, po that this may be avail- 
able as af obsrving station. If not, 
it will Be necessary to go to Guada- 
Joupe or Vi ucla. The eclipse of 
1821 4s inétted in the map, though 
only an annular one, since it is the 
pest central cclipse in the  Deritiah 
Isles, The last total eclipse Jp the 
Dritish Istes was in 1724 but there 
were annular cclipan in 1836, 1447, 
2858. The central Sine in. 1821 
crosses the Island of Lewis, and ‘on- 
ward to the Lofoden Islands. In 
1927 we have the next totality in 
the MDeitish Isles. The ral line 
runs from near Angleseu to North 
Yorkabire, where totality will Jast 
about twenty-one seconds. Dr, Hind 
gives ft as nine acconds, but this 
feema to me to be clearly too small, 
‘The track then goes right up the 
backbone of Norway and pasties out 
mar Vadso, which gas ‘occupled an 
an cclipre xtation in 1816, and may 
again be occupied, an the duration of 
totality there in considerably Jonger 
than in southern Norway; our weath- 
er experience in 1896, however, was 
Rot very encouraging.”
